The conviction of Mrs. Bergdoll and four co-defendants 
for conspiracy to aid her sons Grover and Irwin to evade the 
draft was pretty generally expected, with the possible ex­ 
ce p tio n of Mrs. Bergdoll herself. They had made sport of the 
Department of Justice in a particularly irritating way, stub­ 
bornly persisting even after Grover Bergdoll had been finally 
caught and contriving his escape from prison.
